The Chair opened the public hearing and asked if anyone
wi shed to testify in favor of the application.

Ann Tayl or, County Clerk’s Ofice, swore in Rod Anderson,
attorney representing applicant.

Anderson gave a brief explanation of the application and
stated the addition to the prem ses woul d add approxi mately
500 new seats. He requested the County Board approve the
expansion at their present neeting instead of deferring
action for one week as is customary. Anderson also stated
it was his understanding that there were no objections from
the Health Departnent, Sheriff or County Engi neer.

Stei nman asked if they stop serving liquor prior to the end
of the hockey gane.

Ander son stated he couldn’t answer the question.

Campbel | stated that soneone had responded that they stop
selling liquor at the end of two periods.

Wrkman stated he attended a gane on Sunday night and it
appeared they begin serving one hour prior to the gane and
stop approximately 13 mnutes prior to the third quarter.
He explained that his only concern was that it appeared a
custoner is able to order a tray of drinks and take them
back to the stands. Wrknman added that there was
consistency in requiring identification and providing arm
bands and there were a sufficient nunber of |aw enforcenent
officials present.

Anderson stated there is very strict enforcenent of selling
al cohol at the ganes and expl ai ned that they prevent
secondary sal es by the use of uniforned | aw enforcenent.
There are also five Star security individuals to police
secondary sal es. Anderson said he was not aware of any
conpl ai nts.

Hudki ns asked Di ane Staab, Deputy County Attorney, if the
County Board coul d waive the rules regarding the second
heari ng.

St aab responded that the resolution states that the County
Board may wai ve the second hearing. She stated the second
hearing is a policy of the County Board and it is not
required by State Statute. Staab pointed out that the
request is an addition to an already licensed area. It is
not a new application or new area.
